Do 
pou permit no Pinſtrels, no Moꝛis⸗ dancers, no dogs, 
hawks oz hounds to be b2ought oꝛ come into pour Chucch to 
the diſturbance of the Congregation 2 

VI. DO you againſt every Communion appointed in

fine White 1322d, and of god Mine, accoꝛding to the number 
of the Communicants ? 

VII. D O peu cauſe all Strangers that Pzeach in your 
Church 02 Chappel to ſubſcribe their names the ſame day 
in a Eok p23vided fo2 that pacpoſe, together with the name 
of the Mila: p that Licencev them to Pzeach in this Dioceſe, 
and do von permit no ofher to P2zach? 

VIII. HAVE you the Church⸗wardens and Side⸗ 
men, now [w221 to give in a true Anſwer unto all theſe Ar⸗ 
ticles of inquiry in all their ſeveral Titles, taken ſucicient 
time to dꝛaw up you: Pzeſentments, and therein conſulted 
with your Piniſter foz his faithful alliſfance ? 


Or know you aſſuredly, that as the true diſcharging of 
your Office is the chief means whereby publick ciior- 
ders, ſins and offences in your Pariſh may be reformed and 
Nuiflicd; ſo if you wilfully refuf preſent ſuch Crimes 


and Faults, as either you know to have been committed, or 
otherwiſe have heard of by publick fame, that in ſuch caſeg 


the Biſhop and his Officers are to proceed againſt you in 
their Eccle ſiaſtical Courts, as in caſes of wilful Omiſſion and
